BATTLE ON HUN RENEWED. 
lor CABLE TO THR CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 
TOKIO, Feb. 3.—Gen. Koufopatkin appar- 
ently proposes to force a general battle along 
the entire front. 

Fighting on the left flank was resumed 
Thureday morning, while the day before 
bodies of Russian troops repeatedly attacked 


Official details of the battle of Heikoutal, as 
last week’s combat along the Hun river is 
now designated, show that it was one of the 
bloodiest and most determined of the war. 
The Russians had seven divisions engaged, 
or more than 100,000 men, under command of 
Gen. Gripenberg. The battle began on Jan. 
25 and continued for four days, when the 
Russian army, after losing from 10,000 to 
15,000 men, retreated across the Hun river. 
The Japanese lost 7,000 men. 


‘How the Battle Began. 

There was evidence of Russian activity west 
of the Sha river as early as Jan. 20. The 
‘Russians apparently were moving down, not 
tnpidly but steadily, with a large free. A 
Japanese army was specially organized at a 
rlacé called Taitai, three miles east of Hei- 
koutal, to meet the attack. At noon on 
Wednesday, Jan. W. a division of Russians 
surrounded the Japanese holding Heikoutai 
compelling them, after a stubborn resistance, 
to retire under cover of night. : 

Thursday opened intensely cold, with a 
blinding snow storm, which delayed Jap- 
anese operations until noon, when the ap- 
proach of another Russian division from the 
direction of Changtan, west of the Hun 
rivet, was reported on the Japanese right. 
The Russian main position extended on a 
parallel with the Hun iver, two miles from 
Heikoutal and Taupao te the south. The 
latter town was almost a fortress, strongly 
armed with machine guns, and was the key 
to the Russian: position. There also were 
thirty guns skillfully disposed about Hel- 
koutal, which covered the approach across 
the flats. 

For two days and nights the Japanese 
fought fiercely to drive the Russians out of 
Heikoutal, without success. Thursday after. 
noon, Jan. 26, the Japanese right attempted 
to drive the enemy, who was protecting Hel- 
koutal, to the northward, but the Russian 
batteries poured in an oblique fire upon the 
attacking force, inflicting a heavy loss and 
checking its advance. 

On Friday, Jan. 27, the right flank suc- 
ceeded in driving the Russians back, thus 
enabling the center to advance to attack the 
town. This it did gallantly, but owing to the 
fact the Russians were constantly reinforced, 
especially with artillery, the Japanese ad- 
vanes was madé only by inches. 

There also was heavy fighting on the lett

In nls statement to the polite Wood said 
his memory was blank regarding where he 
had been or what he had done for nearly a 
week.

He said 
their destination was a small town in Pehn- 
syivania, where Mack was to start him in 
business, having given him’-$1,000 for that 
purpose. Whether they were there or not, he 
says he does not know, nor does he remem- 
ber what became of the $1,000 or Mack. 

Wood says he returned to New York and 
joined his wife and children in Bischoft's 
home yesterday afternoon, but Mrs. Wood 
and her brother say that Wood did not ap- 
pear until today.

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 3.—A. J. Cassatt, 
president of the Pennsylvania railroad com-

How Modern Nations Have Expanded 


strenuous efforts which the leading | 
nations of Burope have made during, 
the last four and a half centuries to 
establish great colonial empires, and 
the consequences resulting from these 
efforts, constitute the most interesting and 
important feature of modern histery. Colo- 
nization’ is not peculiar to modern. times. 
The Greeks planted colonies at numerous 
points along the Mediterranean. The Ro- 
mans sent thousands of their people to live 
upon the land which they had wrested from 
the Carthaginians and the barbarians of 
Europe and Asia, and ruled dependencies 
throughout the known world. The city re- 
publics of Italy, especially Venice, carried 
on a flourishing commerce by sea and lana 
with the orient and established many trad- 
ing stations in that region. But the results 
accomplished by the colonizing and com- 
mercial nations of ancient and medieval 
times were trifling compared with those. 
which have been achieved by Portugal, 
Spain, Holland, France, and England in 
modern times. 


confined their Operations almost exclusively.

Only the boldest of their mariners ventured 
more than a short distance on the waters 
beyond the Pillars of Hercules. The Pillars 
of Hercules became for the Portuguese, and 
later for the other nations of Europe, 
merely a point of departure; and their 
daring, energy, and love of adventure and 
riches have extended European rule and 
European civilization over the Americas 

Africa, Australia, a large part of Asia, and 


nies planted by European nations, including | 
most of those in the western hemisphere, 
have attained their majority and set up as 
independent nations; but, nevertheless, ths 
field of colonial activity and endeavor f:: 
probably larger now than it ever was before 
in history. Twenty- millions square 
miles, or two-fifths of the land surface of 
the earth, having 525,000,000 people, or one- 
third of the entire population of the world 
are now governed as dependencies. Three- 
fourths of the inhabitants of colonies live 
within the tropics, while all the ruling pow- 
ers are in the north temperate zone. The 
United States is the latest great nation to 
enter upon the task of governing tropica! 
dependencies. The story of the successes 
and failures of other modern nations in the 
field of colonization is rich in suggestion and 
warning tor those who are disposed to heed 
it, and it will profit this country's people to 
give it careful, thorough study. * 

The Venetian fleets, which during the latter 
part of the middle ages had a practical 
monopoly of the profitable business of sup- 
plying western Europe with the wares of 
the Indies, touched at the ports of Portugal on 
their annual voyages. Envy of the Italians, 
and desire to share in their gaina and the 
enterprise of Prince Henry, “ the navigator,” 
stimulated the Portuguese to the daring ex- 
ploits by sea and land by which they laid the 
foundations of modern colonization and in- 
ternational! commerce. In 1486 Bartholomew 
Diaz discovered the Cape of Good Hope. 
Eleven yeare later Vasco da Gama rounded 
the cape, touched at several points on the 
eastern coast of Africa, and at last proved 
the existence of a waterway to the cast by 
casting anchor at Calicut, in India. Three 
years later another Portuguese sailor, Cabral, 
formed his course far to the westward to 
escape the currents and contrary Winde off 
Africa and ran accidentally upon the coast 
of Brazil. 

The extent of the territory nominaly ruled 
by Portugal and the magnitude of her com- 
merce grew with unprecedented rapidity.
